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FELICITATION AND ADMONITION. 

When a person or a community has been saved 
from imminent peril, it is always interesting and 
gratifying to recount the manner in which it was 
done and bestow proper recognition upon all who 
had a part in it. Probably no congratulations are 
more sincere than those which follow deliverance 
from obvious danger. 

It is agreeable, therefore, to note the felicita- 
tions now in progress in most of the great cities 
of America, where men are praising each other 
for the parts taken by them in checking financial 
panic, and where, even in their joy, it is plainly 


to be seen that they and all for whom they speak

from fear sometimes produces hysteria. 

But if it be a good thing for a.city to check 
a panic and if by so doing its people are justified 
in unusual manifestations of pleasure how much 
more should a city like St. Louis which had no 
panic to check be inclined to celebrate its stolid- 
ity no less than its solidity! 

St. Louis has had no failures. It has had no 
‘suspensions. It has had no bank runs. It has had 
no monetary excitement whatever, Its financial 
institutions adopted wise precauilonary measures, 
it is true, but they do not appear to have been 
needed. They would not have been thought of 
here if conditions elsewhere had been normal. | 

This is a record which should be duly noted. 
Savings depositors as well as commercfal de- 
positors, showing entire confidence in the situa- 
tion here, have leoked upon the disturbed coudi- 
tions in other towns with interest, but absolutely 
without apprcohenstion. There is no panic -atmos- 
phere in St. Louis. : 

Financial scares, like mobs, have a philosophy 
that is all their own. They must’ have a proper 
setting. There must be psychological causes. 
They are not spontaneous. ‘They culminate sud- 
denly, after months or years of expectation, doubt 
and dread. There can be no wild financial panic 
unless a great many people are looking for it, In 
that case the very air is surcharged with alarm 
and a trifle may precipitate madness. 

‘Having experienced none of these things; hav- 
ing had no panic of any description to check and 
having demonstrated the soundness of its finan- 
ces as well as the stability and good judgmen' 
of its people, St. Louis may join in the rejoicings, 
not as one saved, but as a city so substantial 
and orderly in itg methods that it did not need 
to be saved. 

‘Saying this much in full justice to all con- 
cerned, the Post-Dispatch would be remiss in its 
duty if it did not add a word by way of admoni- 
tion to bankers and others who, by carrying 
caution to excess may precipitate the very diffi- 
culties which thus far they have avoided. 

The existing situation cannot last and it should

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THE EGG TRUST’S OMELET. 

Chicago has too many cold storage eggs, and 
the people have not enough fresh ones. On the 
one hand there are: 350,000,000 eggs in the ware- 
houses—100,000,000 more than last year—and the 
fall in prices is embarrassing to the concerns 
that thought they had a profitable ‘‘corner.” The 
Egg Trust is left with its own bag to hold. 

On the other hand, and without benefit to any- 
body in this instance, the consumers have been 
cheated in a variety of ways by the operations 
to forestall and monopolize food products. 

The consumer has been deprived of fresh eggs 
by monopoly’s buyers, aided by the carriers. The 
consumer has been made to pay unnecessary 
freight charges to the point of storage, and stor- 
age charres, in addition to an artificial price. 
Finally, storage eggs have been sold to him for 
fresh ones, a kind of counterfeiting equally insidi- 
ous and detestable with the substitution of oleo 
for butter. 

No matter what quantities the hens lay, the 
only eggs permitted to be marketed in the reg- 
ular channels are the oldest storage eggs which 
have earned in car and warehouse the fullest 
measure of excess and artificial profit. 

The most that the people can hope from the 
trust’s present predicament is a reduced price 
on old eggs. Fresh eggs can only be obtained 
direct from the hen. Fresh eggs are not likely to 
flood the markets until poultry raising becomes a 
commoner backyard industry or retailers are 
obliged to display the producing hens. : 

To the cheated consumers of stale wares, withal, 
there is some slight satisfaction in observing 
the embarrassment of riches to which its own 
overreaching has brought a particularly vicious 
species of octopus. 
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WHEN GAS METERS GO TO THE BAD. 

“If a gas meter isa good one and if it is prop- 
erly set it will run with reasonable accuracy for 
about two years,” says the chief clerk of the 
Lighting Department. 

There are two “ifs” here which are of im- 
portance, but no account is taken of another one. 
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New Way of Utilizing Old Rubber—Fighting Fire in Mines—First Gyroscope Train for India—Ger- 


mans Make Paper Clothes—New Process in Color Photography—Spineless 
Cactus Good for Everything. 
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Old Rubber Made New. 

In manufacture, caoutchouc is mixed with sulphur, 
or vulcanized, and with various mineral substances 
and organic fibers. Worn-out rubber has been worked 
over for some uses for many years, but no way of 
completely purifying has been known, and it has 
lacked strength and elasticity. The improved process 
lately announced by W. E. Reid depends upon A. Tix- 
ier’s discovery that vulcanized rubber is completely 
soluble in terpinol. The old rubber is digested with 
terpinol at moderate heat, benzene is added; the clear 
solution is poured away from the insoluble impurities, 
the liquid is distilled, and the residue is treated with 
alcohol and acetone. The recovered caoutchouc {is 
much like the natural, is very viscous and capable 
of vulcanization, and has increased resistance’ to 
chemical action, 


Fighting Mine Fires. 

For fighting fires in anthracite coal mines a new 
form of chemical fire engine has been devised. This 
engine is built on a truck which can be run upon 
tracks all through the mine. When the alarm of fire 
is sounded, the engine is attached to an electric 
mine locomotive and rushed to the scene of the fire 


with all possible speed. Water played on a coal fire 


is almost instantly converted into steam, which fur- 
ther disintegrates, forming a gas which is so suffocat- 
ing that it drives away or Kills the men tighting the 
fire. Blue flames, which shoot out when water strikes 
the hot coal, often set ablaze pockets of gag in the 
ceiling of the mine. When a chemical cngine plays 
upon the burning coal the heavy gases evolved cling 
to the floor and smother the fire by excluding the air. 


Monorail Line for India. 
The first full-sized gyroscope train will make its in- 


itial run in India, says the London Express, for Louis: 


Brennan, the invertor, has received a grant of £6000 
from the Indian Government. 

The course of the new railway has already been de- 
cided on, and a route has been mapped out where 
the wonderful mono-rail train can run over the plains 
and up the mountain side at a rate which it is esti- 
mated will be more than 100 miles an hour, 

The work of designing the first. ‘‘tight-rope train’’ 
is to be carried out in the secret Brennan torpedo 
works at Gillingham, close to the inventor’s home. 

The news that the Indian Government is so confi- 
dent of the success of the gyroscopic train has di- 
rected the attention of the authorities of most of the 
colonies to the possibilities of the mono-rail. Deputa- 
tions from all parts of the world have lately visited 
Mr. Brennan and inspected the model railway which 
runs around the grounds of his Kentish home. 

A party of representatives.of African railway com- 
panies and the Trade Commissioner from the Cape 
watched the trial the other day, and saw a full-grown 
man whirled safely to and fro\in a tiny gyroscope 
train around the lawn. The weight of a man repre- 
sented 40 tons on a full-size train, but the carriage 
balanced on the rail never once lost its stability for 
a moment, even when running at express speed,

Paper Clothes in Germdny. 

Paper yarn pleases the genial Germans, who object 
to importing cotton and jute from foreigners, and 
who wish to utilize their wood cellulose at home. The 
paper pulp is drawn off in wire cloth drums or 
frames, so.as to form narrow bands of paper. These 


are partly dried by passage over hot cylinders and 
collected either in tubs or on rollers. In this slightly 
moist condition these bands are spun by an ordinary 
spinning machine into yarn, which can. be woven im- 
mediately after being air dried. The yarn is easily 
dyed. By treatment with various chemicals its 
strength and elasticity are notably increased and it 
presents a smooth, glistening appearance. Some of 
the paper yarns are used for wearing fabrics, for ta- 
ble cloths, towels, uphostery, rugs, hangings, puck-| 
ram, linings, sacking, etc. A light blue paper stuff 
with a lustrous face is not far in point of pliability 
or suppleness from certain grades of American cotton 
materials. Belgium has been making paper yarn 
and paper twine for 10 years past. They are also 
making paper hats in imitation of straw headgear, 
including the costly Panama. The paper hat’s color 
is little affected by the sun and is most durable. 
New Color Photography. 

The hitherto impractical method of color photog- 
raphy has at last been overcome by a French firm 
of Lyons, who have been successful in discoverifig a 
method by which even the amateur can prove the 
mode of procedure for himself. - 

The treatment of the new color photography dis- 
tinguishes itself especially by the simple way in 
which the photograph is taken. The plate is evenly 
covered with a layer of colored corn starch—blue, 
green and red—and behind this filter on a further iso- 
lated layer Is placed an emulsion which is sensitive 
for all colors. For the actual taking of a photo- 
graph a yellow filter is necessary, which has the 
property of equalizing the very bright colors with 
those of a paler one. In taking a; photograph the 
light penetrates the glass of the plate and color fil- 
ter and then strikes the light sensitive emulsion. 

The development process is not very difficult in it- 
self, the chief thing being extremely careful work 
with the developers. The plates are developed for 
two minutes with a specific developer in a dark 
room. The plates are then washed and put into an- 
other bath, but then they may be worked on in full 
daylight. In the bath the negative will be turned 
into a dia-positive by chemical action, and in order to 
make the colors clearer and to strengthen the out- 
lines of the photograph it is necessary to use yet 
another developer which will act as a strengthener. 
With progressive work the colors increase in beauty. 


Cactus Made Useful. 
The latest and one of the greatest achievements of 
the genius and patient work of fer Burbank is 
the spineless cactus or opuntia, urbank has sent 


a case of these spineless opuntiag to the California 


State Board of Trade, where it has been placed on ex- 
hibition with the Sonoma County display. 

In the evolution of the plant the percentage of wa- 
ter hag been diminished and the percentages of fiber, 
starch and fat large increased. 

The plants are used for hedges or fences and for or- 
naments. The leaves furnish food for all kinds of 
stock, including poultry. The fat young leaves make 
excellent pickles and are good food when fried like 
eggplant. They are also used as greens and produce 
a sweetmeat similar to preserved citron... The abun 
dant mucilaginous juice from the fruit and leaves is 
mixed with whitewash to make it lasting when ex- 
posed to the weather. The leaves are admirzbly 
adapted for poultices and as a substitute for hot-

OOD times depend not only upon the great laws 
G of. supply and demand, but upon the mainten- 

ance of public confidence. Fear and distrust 
fre fatal effemiss of confidence. The moment busi- 
ness men get scared and people begin to talk hard 
times, distrust spreads like wildfire. Level-headed 
men say they see no real cause for alarm, but at the 
same time the perpetual suggestion which is being 
passed along influences them, and they grow more 
cautious. Bankers see no breakers ahead, yet they 
think that they should be conservative, and they 


begin to call in their loans, which are not quite so’ 


gilt-edged as before. They are also more careful 
about accommodating their borrowing customers, so 
that they may be a little better prepared in case any- 
thing adverse should happen. 

These precautions spread. Distrust, fear, anxiety, 
a feeling of uncertainty, like the rising tide of gos- 
sip, sweeps like wildfire all over the country. Soon 
everybody is talking hard times; all are influenced 
by the contagion of the perpetual fear of suggestion. 
Cautious men think perhaps they have been spreading 
out a little too much, and they begin to retrench, 
discharge help, and cut down salaries and expenses 
generally. Mercantile houses, manufactories, rail- 
roads, and other concerns stop extensions and im- 
provements, and take in sail until all danger is. past. 

As a consequence public confidence is shaken, and 
there is a general (Strangulation of business all over 
the country. Importa contracts, the erection of 
large buildings, and extension negotiations are called 
off. There is a marked decline in business transac- 
tions of all kinds. Nobody has confidence to branch 
out; everybody is hedging. 

Such a condition of things began with the recent in- 
vestigation and prosecution of certain great combina- 
tions of capital. After the investigation these great 
concerns began to retrench, and When -the whole 
ecuntry caught the spirit of caution stocks began 
to drop, business houses began to fail, and the first 
we kriew there was a sort of mental business panic, 
a condition wholly uncalled for, unwarranted. Crop 
prospects were most promising and the country at 
' large was in superb condition. The panic was main- 
ly mental, caused by fear and anxiety resulting from 
lack of confidence, general distrust of the future: 








GOOD ROADS 


By W. Pierrepont White, in Outing. 





AILROAD officials state that in a fairly level 
R country, such as Indiana or Ohio, a Steam frail- 
road will have sufficient freight to haul to make 

it a safe financial investment if it receives the freight 
produced from the farms for a distance of five miles 
on either side of the steam“road, and the road 18 
long enough. In other words, steam roads in rich 
agricultural sections are profitable investments if lo- 
cated 10 miles apart, and will not disastrously inter- 
fere with the business of each other in securing Ic- 
eal freights. The cost of transportation on dirt 
roads is figured at $2.50 for the hauling of one ton 
10 miles, or a cost of 25 cents per ton per mile, and 
by improving the highways with gravel or macadam 
and establishing proper grades, each wagon, in place 
of carrying one ton, will be enabled to carry with 
the same team three or four tons in less time than 
the one ton was formerly carried the 10 miles to mar- 
ket, and that, too, for the same price of $2.50*for the 
haul, thus reducing the cost to 6 cents or 8 cents per 
ton per mile; The following table shows the cost of 
hauling product five miles, which gives readily to the. 
eye the reason why a longer haul than five miles is 
not profitable unless the product hauled is of a great- 
er than ordinary value to the usual product carried:

It can be mathematically demonstrated and actual- 
ly shown to the eye by the.use of highway maps that 
the improvement of from 8 per cent to 16 per cent of 
the total highway mileage of qa State, being the main 
highways which follow the natural valleys or are 
arbitrarily established in level sections, will when 
improved leave no farm further away than five miles 
from the main highways. Therefore the improvement 
of a comparatively small percentage of the total 
mileage is of a certain and positive value to the entire 
agricultural interests of the State, and it.is proper 
that these roads should be built and maintained 1t 
State expense, as rapidly as may be permitted with- 
out the creation of a burdensome tax rate upon the

HIS word may be defined as an insistent and 

T gompulsive thought, habit of mind, or tendency 

‘to action. The person so burdened is said to 

be obsessed. : f 

Few children are quite free from obsession. Some 
must step on stones; others must walk on, or avoid, 
cracks; some, must ,ascend the stairs with the right 
foot first; many must kick posts or touch objects a 
certain number of times. Some must cotint the win- 
dows, pictures, and figures on the wallpaper; some 
must bite the nails or pull the eye-winkers. 

Consider the nail-biter. It cannot be said that he 
toils not, but to what end? Merely to gratify an ob- 
session. He nibbles a little here and a little ther:, 
he frowns, elevates his elbow, and inverts his finger 
to reach an otherwise inaccessible corner. Does he 
enjoy it? No, not exactly; but he would be miser- 
able if he discontinued. 

It is during childhood that we form most of the 
automatic habits which are to save time and thought 
in later life, and it is not surprising that some foolisa 
habits creep in. As a rule, children drop these ten- 
dencies at need, just as they drop the roies assumed 
in play, though they are sometimes so absorbing as 
to cause inconvenience. An interesting instance was 
that of the boy who had te touch everyone wearing 
anything red. On one occasion his whole family lost 
their train because of the prevalence of this color 
among those waiting at the station. The longer 
these tendencies are retained in adult life, the greater 
the danger of their becoming coercive; and so far as 
the well-established case is concerned, the obsessive 
act must be performed, though the business, social 
and political world should come ta stanstil]. 

A child who must kick posts is father to the man 
who cannot eat an egg which has been boiled either 
more or less than four minutes; who cannot work 
without absolute silence; who cannot sleep if steam- 
pipes cfackle; and who must straighten out all the 
tangles of his life, past, present and future, before 
he can close his eyes in slumber or take a vacation.

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‘ INVALID DISHES 


ENISON.—This is one of the most easily digested 
V of meats and now that it is in season it will 
pay you to make use of it frequently, It should 
be cooked -rare and served with a little currant, bar- 
berry or grape jelly. For an invalid it may be roast- 
ed or broiled with or without tae paper case, 
SWEETBREADS.—These are also allowed most in- 
Parboil them 
as soon as they come from the butcher’s, then lay in 
cold water and lemon juice for a little while to blanch, 
When ready to broil, wipe dry, brush over with olive 
oil and cook until well browned. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. : 
BAKED SALT MACKEREL.—Soak two small 
mackerels in cold, fresh water for six hours or long- 
er; then rinse, wipe dry and squeeze a little lemon 
juice over the flesh side of the fish. Lay one of the 
fish on a buttered cloth or tin in a baking pan, cover 
with a dressing made of bread crumbs seasoned with 
parsley, butter, salt, pepper and lemon juice or thin 
yellow rind; put the other fish on this dressing and 
bake, basting often with melted butter and hot water. 
When well browned remove to a hot platter, cover 
the top with bread crumbs moistened with butter and 
set in the oven just long enough to brow@. 
BROILED TRIPE.—Tripe is one of the most dl- 
gestible of dishes and may be cooked and prepared 
in such a way as to make. it dainty and ‘delicious. 
For broiling, honeycomb tripe is best. If it has been 
in pickle, rinse in cold water, then stew in part milk 
and part water before broiling. Pat dry, season with 
salt and pepper, rub over with oilve oil or melted 
butter (the oil is more digestible), dredge lightly with 
flour, lay on a wire broiler and brown each side light- 
ly over a clear fire. Put on a-shot platter, spread 
with a little butter and serve at once with a garnish 
of cress and sliced lemon. 
AN EXCELLENT BREAKFAST.—Cut a pound of 
cold boiled tripe into strips about two inches long 
and half an inch wide. Puta tablespoonful of butter 
in a saucepan and brewn lightly in it a teaspoonful] of 
minced onion. Stir in a tablespoonful of flour, add 
gradually one pint of milk and s..r until smooth and 
thickened. Add the tripe, cover the pan and let sim- 
mer gently for 15 minutes. About six minutes before 
the tripe is done add a few oysters. As S0on as they 
ruffie, seasen with salt and pepper and serve. 
CHICKEN FEET.—Few people Knew the value of 
chickens’ feet. When ordering chickens for stew, 
jelly, or broth, agk your butcher for extra chickens’ 
Cut off the nails, pour boiling water over the 
feet, let stand a few-minutes, then skin. Put in with 
the* chicken and boil until they fall to pieces. 
You will find they make most excellent jelly and

Suffers Torture to Attract 
Sympathy of His 
Parents. 


IANNEMORA, N. Y., Nov. 2.—After 
nding himself by the most torturous 
ss, Oliver C. Perry, the famous 
it of the East, to elicit further sym- 
thy, for four years has refused to eat 
e fare or wear the clothing furnished 
‘ the State Hospital for the Criminal 
sane. 
Although protesting his sanity, Perry 
‘clares that inasmuch as he was com- 
ted as an insane man he is entitled to 
iduct himself as one. That he has 
. died from actual starvation was due 
the hospital physicians devising a 
hod by which he could be fed through 
, tube. After these four years, Perry 
declares that he has lost all desire for 
for solid food. 
Perhaps the most notable feature of 
the case, which has nothing even ap- 
sroaching a parallel in the prison rec- 
rds of the State, is that Perry now 
‘ighs more than he. ever did and is in 
wfect physical condition. 
Although he has fone many things 
which clearly indicate unbalanced 
mind, there is nothing is ima or 
speech to suggest anythi but the 
keenest intellect. 
Not Maniac, but Stubborn. 


_» His memory is almost phenomenal, his 


reasoning is clear and the only mania 
he has is that concerning food and cloth- 
fing. This, he subtly argues, is not a 
mania, but a bit of stubbornness aimed 
at what he describes as unfairness, and 


. he adds that if the taking of food and 


wearing of clothes will. establish his 
sanity in the opinion of the experts and 
get him transferred to a regular prison 
he will eat solid food and clothe him- 
self; 

Perry’s behavior since his incarcera- 
tion in Dannemora—in fact, ever since 
hig arrest following his sensational train 
Trobbery—has been as remarkable as his 
criminal exploits were daring. He had 
Gefied the authorities; he has dared 
them to kill him; he has regarded his 
life as @ mere plaything. 

He would like to have his liberty; he 
would like to go to some distant placa 
and make an humble living, as other 
diind men do—and, in fact, he could 
never do anything else—but he expects 
to spend the remainder of his life behind 
prison bars unless the two or three per- 
sons who have stood loyal to him suc- 
ceed in the movement they have recent- 
ly undertaken to have his sentence coni- 
muted.

Cuts Up His Clothes, 
It was but a week after he had stopped 
eating that Perry discarded his outer 
garments. He tore his prison suit to 
shreds, ripped his shoes to piecés, andy 
announced that unti) a suit of respecta- 
ble cut and texture were provided he 
would wear no garments. He has never 
since had on either coat or trousers, and 
he declares he will not wear them, ex- 
cept to prove that he is sane. 
“It is the greatest regret of my life,’’ 
he said, when asked about his lost sight, 
“that I inflicted sueh punishment upon 
myself. I fixed ug a machine which, 
when heated, dropped two sharp-pointed 
weights into my eyes. I lay on my back 
and watched the needles, because I 
wanted to make a good job of it. 


“T had obtained some opium—it was 
easy then to gei oplum—and the pain 
was deadened. In fact, I went to sleep 
after the weights dropped, and when I 
came to I couldn’t see at all. A little 
light, however, gradually crept into one 
of my eyes, and I was glad—glad be- 
cause I had a little more to destroy. 
You see, my people had deserted me. 
My father wouldn’t communicate with 
me at all. A noble-hearted Christian 
woman came to see me, but I wanted to 
see my people. I didn’t want them to 
he'p me get out, but merely come to see 
me. I came to the conclusion that if I 
blinded myself I could get my father to 
come to me. I knew he must hear of it. 
Crushes Glass in Eye. 

“After I had finished my job I wetted 
and waited, but no word came from my 
father. Then I decided, to complete my 
blindness, thinking that perhaps that 
would bring him to me. I got an elec- 
tric light bulb and after crushing it to 
a powder I rubbed it in my remaining 
eye. Now I can’t see anything. I would 
like to look out of that window at the 
landscape, so many have described to 
me, but I never can, of course. Never 
a word has come from my people. 

“No one ever robbed a train quite as 
I did.. I don’t like to talk of my crimes 
—they are all past now—but I might 
have been called insane then for taking 
the chances I did. What I actually did 
was to slip over the side of a car by a 
rope when the train was going 50 miles 
an hour, break the glass in the\jdoor 
with a revolver, and then, throu the 
hole, cover the express messenger with 
my gun while with my free hand I 
reached in and unlockef the door.
